The  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cuckfield  Rural  District  Council. 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of  Cuckfield  and  of  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1938. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  10.51,  and  this  figure,  when  adjusted,  gives 
a Corrected  Death  Rate  of  8.82  as  cofnpared  with  10.64  for  the  previous  year 
and  11.6  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  38.57  and 
is  below  that  for  the  country  as  a whole.  No  deaths  occurred  during  the 
year  from  Typhoid  Fever,  Dipththeria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough. 


The  Birth  Rate  shows  a slight  increase  from  that  of  the  previous  3Tar 
and  is  in  fact  the  highest  for  the  last  five  years. 

During  the  year  free  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  again 
available  for  children  from  1 y^ear  to  14  years  of  age  who  attended  or  would 
normally  attend  elementary  schools  and  the  response  was  satisfactory. 
.Mthough  exact  figures  were  not  available  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  estimated 
that  the  percentage  of  school  children  immunised  is  similar  to  that  for  the 
previous  year,  namely  90%,  and  for  those  under  school  age  about  25%.  1 

am  indebted  to  the  Headteachers  for  their  valuable  co-operation  and  help  as 
without  this  it  would  have  been  quite  impossible  to  have  obtained  such  an 
excellent  response  from  the  parents.  During  the  present  year  it  is  hoped  it 
will  be  possible  for  every  parent  with  an  unprotected  child  to  be  visited  b}- 
the  District  Nurse  or  b}^  a special  voluntary’  helper  in  order  that  the 
facilities  available  may  be  made  known.  B3’  this  means,  and  also  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  the  percentage  of  acceptances  in 
the  “under  fives’’  should  be  increased  considerably,  and  the  importance  of 
protecting  this  group  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  the  only  two  cases  of 
Diphtheria  that  occurred  during  the  year  were  in  children  3 3'ears  and  4 years 
of  age  respectively,  neither  of  whom  had  been  immunised.  Should  an 
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emergency  occur,  this  District  is  scheduled  to  receive  a large  number  of 
evacuated  children  from  London,  many  of  whom  will,  no  doubt,  be 
Diphtheria  “ Carriers  ” and  it  is  therefore  all  the  more  important  for  our  local 
children  to  be  protected.  Although  the  Council’s  scheme  only  applies  to 
children  who  attend  or  will  attend  elementary  schools,  it  is  equally  important 
for  children  who  attend  or  will  attend  private  schools  to  be  protected,  and 
parents  of  such  children  should  consult  their  own  doctor  on  this  matter. 

During  the  late  summer  and  autumn,  an  outbreak  of  Acute  Anterior 
Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis)  occurred  in  this  District,  18  cases  being  noti- 
fied with  a further  five  cases  in  the  Cuckfield  Urban  District,  making  a total  of 
23  cases.  At  the  beginning  of  the  outbreak,  all  the  general  practitioners  were 
notified  that  cases  had  occurred,  particulars  of  the  pre-paralytic  symptoms 
being  given,  and  in  this  matter  1 should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  general 
practitioners  as  several  of  the  cases  were  sent  in  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  in 
the  pre-paralytic  stage.  A report  on  this  outbreak  will  be  found  on  page  36. 

Two  years  ago  a Milk  Survey  was  carried  out  with  a view  to  obtaining 
particulars  as  to  the  amount  of  liquid  milk  consumed  per  head  of  the  popula- 
tion in  this  Rural  District,  and  also  as  to  the  kind  of  milk  consumed. 

A similar  survey  was  carried  out  during  December  1938,  and  estimating 
the  population  at  24.220,  the  average  daily  consumption  per  head  of  the 
population  is  .63  of  a pint  as  compared  with  .54  two  years  ago.  The 
estimated  consumption  for  England  and  Wales  per  head  is  just  over  .4  of  a 
pint,  so  that  the  consumption  in  this  Rural  District  is  well  above  that  for  the 
country  as  a whole.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  on  page  22  the 
amount  of  loose  milk  retailed,  namely  209  gallons,  is  16%  of  all  milk  retailed. 
This  percentage  is  considerably  less  than  that  of  two  years  ago.  From  the 
hygienic  aspect,  all  milk  should  be  sold  in  cartons  or  bottles,  and  I trust  in 
the  near  future  the  practice  of  delivering  loose  milk  will  be  discontinued. 
There  is,  of  course,  no  legislation  to  prevent  milk  being  retailed  loose,  and  it 
is  chiefly  through  the  general  public  demanding  that  milk  should  be  delivered 
in  cartons  or  bottles  that  the  retailers  have  adopted  this  system.  A matter 
of  ten  years  ago,  the  majority  of  milk  was  delivered  loose. 

A Health  Week  was  organised  during  the  month  of  May  in  conjunction 
with  the  Cuckfield  Urban  and  Burgess  Hill  Urban  Districts,  and  proved  a 
distinct  success.  Health  Plays  were  given  by  school  children  in  the  evenings 
in  the  villages,  and  were  followed  by  Health  Talks.  Afternoon  meetings 
were  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  Women’s  Institutes,  the  programme 
consisting  of  healtli  films  or  talks.  The  senior  elementary  school  children 
also  attended  the  local  cinemas  for  a morning  session  of  showing  of  various 
health  films.  The  total  number  who  attended  the  meetings  was  4,500,  which 
figure,  in  my  opinion,  justified  the  amount  of  work  involved  in  the  organisation. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Health  Week  a Physical  Training  and  Sports 
Display  was  organised  by  the  three  Councils  in  conjunction  with  the  Central 
Council  for  Recreative  Physical  Training  and  with  the  Fitness  Committee  for 
Surrey  and  Sussex.  The  Display  was  held  in  Victoria  Park,  Ha}^vards  Heath, 
over  1,500  performers  taking  part,  the  total  attendance  being  about  7.000 
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people.  The  object  of  the  Display  was  to  show  the  range  and  variety  of 
recreative  physical  training  offered  to  all  sections  of  the  community,  and 
included  such  items  as  gymnastics,  several  kinds  of  games,  athletics,  fencing, 
boxing,  archery  and  dancing. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Jones,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his 
co-operation  in  the  administration  of  the  Health  Department,  also  for  his  help 
in  compiling  this  report,  and  to  the  other  members  of  the  staff,  and  in  par- 
ticular, Miss  Everson,  my  Chief  Clerk.  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  consideration,  support  and  assistance  1 
have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  other  members  of  the  Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  District,  as  a whole,  is  well  supplied  with  good  water.  The  Mid- 
Sussex  Joint  Water  Board  supplies  the  Parishes  of  Lindficld,  Ardingly, 
Balcombe,  Cuckfield,  Slaugham,  Bolney  and  Horsted  Ke3'nes.  The  Burgess 
Hill  Water  Company  supplies  Hurstpierpoint,  Clayton,  Keymer,  Albournc 
and  Twineham.  The  Brighton  Corporation  supplies  the  Parish  of  Pyecombe. 
Poymings  and  Fulking  are  supplied  by  small  undertakings  managed  b}^  the 
Parish  Council.  The  Parishes  of  Worth  and  West  Hoathly  are  supplied  by 
the  Council,  who  purchase  the  water  in  bulk  from  the  East  Surrey  Water 
Company.  In  the  Parish  of  Newtimber  the  supply  is  obtained  from  eight 
shallow  wells  and  springs,  this  being  the  only  Parish  in  the  District  where 
there  are  no  water  mains. 

Samples  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  are  taken  from  each 
of  the  six  public  supplies  every  three  months.  This  is  in  addition  to  the 
samples  taken  by  the  Undertakings  themselves,  who  take  these  about  once 
per  month.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Undertakers  for  an 
interchange  of  copies  of  reports.  All  samples  taken  were  reported  on  as  being 
satisfactory. 

As  reported  in  1937,  the  Council  were  negotiating  with  the  Water 
Companies  concerned  with  a view  to  main  extensions  to  serve  the  nine  areas 
represented  as  needing  a supply.  Following  these  negotiations,  mains  were 
completed  to  serve  the  following  areas  : — 

(a)  Furnace  Wood  area; 

{b)  Part  of  Brighton  Road  area; 

(c)  Malthouse  Lane,  Hurstpierpoint  area; 

{d)  Freaks  Lane,  Cuckfield  Rural  area; 

and  in  the  following  areas  works  of  extension  were  in  hand  : — 

(а)  High  Street,  Balcombe  area; 

(б)  Cowdray  Arms,  Worth  area; 

(c)  Scaynes  Hill  area; 

{d)  East  Mascalls,  Lindfield  Rural  area; 

(c)  Jeremy’s  Lane,  Bolney  area; 

Other  new  extensions  during  the  year  include  : —

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Following  a report  on  the  unsatisfactory  drainage  conditions  in  the 
Villages  of  Bolney  and  Horsted  Keynes,  the  Council  resolved  to  carry  out 
sewerage  schemes  for  these  Villages. 

Reports  were  also  submitted  on  the  drainage  conditions  of  parts  of  the 
parishes  of  Slaugham  and  Cuckfield  Rural,  comprising  the  villages  of  Peas 
Pottage,  Handcross,  Slaugham,  Warninglid  and  Staplefield,  and  the  Council 
decided  in  each  case  to  proceed  with  sewerage  schemes. 

A report  was  also  submitted  on  the  drainage  conditions  in  part  of  the 
Parish  of  Pyecombe. 
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All  pnjperties  in  the  above  areas  were  inspected  with  regard  to  drainage 
arrangements,  water  supply  and  sanitar}'  conveniences. 

The  Council  also  resolved  to  extend  sewers  in  the  Three  Bridges  area 
together  with  the  alteration  of  the  sewage  works  at  Copthorne. 

During  the  year,  work  was  in  hand  on  a new  sewage  works  and  sewers 
at  Hurstpierpoint. 

Other  extensions  carried  out  during  the  year  were  at  Hassocks,  Three 
Bridges  and  Sayers  Common.

There  are  250  milk  producers  on  the  Register,  a reduction  of  11  as 
compared  with  1937.  Of  these,  133  employ  steam  as  a means  of  sterilising 
utensils,  but  it  was  found  that  quite  a number  of  these  producers  sterilise  by 
steam  once  daily,  i.e.,  after  the  morning’s  milking. 

There  are  55  producer  retailers,  of  whom  34  sterilise  by  means  of 

steam. 

Of  the  250  producers,  87  are  licensed  for  designated  milk.

On  investigating  the  reports  it  was  found  that  87  samples  had  B.  Coli 
present  and  that  practically  twice  as  many  samples  taken  at  early  morning 
milking  were  unsatisfactory  as  compared  with  those  taken  at  the  afternoon 
milking.  The  chief  cause  of  this  was  due  to  the  lack  of  attention  given  to 
sterilisation  of  utensils  following  the  afternoon  milking,  as  many  producers  who 
employ  steam  only  do  so  after  the  morning  milking.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  again  able  to 
ca,iiy  out  100/^  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  14  slaughterhouses 
within  the  area,  and  it  is  interesting  to  compare  the  results  of  this  procedure 
witi  pievious  yeais  when  the  carrying  out  of  the  100%  inspection  w^as 
impossible.

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The  importance*  of  the  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human 
consumption  can  be  readily  seen  from  the  above  table. 

Memorandum  62/Foods  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  adhered  to  in  the 
system  of  inspections  carried  out.  All  diseased,  unsound  and  unwholesome 
meat  is  conveyed  to  the  Council’s  Depots  for  destruction  by  burning  or  burial 
after  being  treated  with  a strong  disinfectant. 

Inspections  were  made  of  imported  meat  at  the  butcher’s  shops,  and 
no  evidence  of  disease  or  unsoundness  was  found. 

1,319  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  and  butcher’s  shops  for 
the  purpose  of  meat  inspection  as  compared  with  1,313  in  1937,  the  number  of 
carcases  being  472  more  than  in  1937. 

On  five  occasions  information  was  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  animals  found  to  be  affected  with  Generalised  Tuberculosis, 
as  a result  of  which  I was  informed  of  the  removal  of  two^  cows,  which  upon 
post  mortem  examination  showed  advanced  tuberculosis  with  lesions  present 
in  the  udders.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  61%  of  the  cases  made  a complete  recovery 
within  twelve  months. 

With  regard  to  the  deaths,  both  died  from  respiratory  paralysis,  in  one 
case  before  it  was  possible  to  obtain  an  iron  lung,  and  in  the  other,  in  spite  of 
treatment  in  an  iron  lung.
